No. 68-ITC(PN)/70.—Attention Is Invited to Ministry of Foreign Trade Public 
Notice No. 35-ITC(PN)/70, dated the 23rd February, 1970 according to which the 
last date for furnishing export evidence by industrial unit was 31st March, 1970. 
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2. It has been decided to extend the last date for this purpose to 30th June. 
1970. The evidence produced after the 30th June, 1970, wiU not be entertained. 

3. It has also been decided that Industrial units which have not been able to 
export lO per cent or more of their production during th®. calendar year 1969, can 
produce the required evidence in support of their export performance during the 
financial year 1969-70. Units dairalng this benefit should produce the required 
evidence so as to reach the Chief Controller of Imports and iScports (Import Policy 
Cell) on or before 30th June, 1970. The evidence produced after this date wlU not 
be accepted,
